HIGHWAY BOBBERY ISO OITR1CE. 


The Nineteenth Ward Itonelu Again—A Sis- 


ter of the Sheltering Arms Robbed and 
Ontraeed—A Most Infamous Affair. 
On Saturday evening, about eight o'clock, Eliza- 


beth Baker, one of the teachers employed in the 
"Sheltering Arms," in 129th street and Tenth ave- 
nne, started to see a friend of hers residing on the 
east side of the city, in consequence of having 
taken the wrong car she became bewildered and lost 
her way. Sne roamed about the city nntil about 
nalf-pasc three o'clock yesterday morning, when 
being too weary to make any further efforts'to con- 
tinue her search she entered the Lexington 
Hotel, situated on the corner of Forty-eighth 
street and Lexington avenue. There she received a 
g;aas of water from Thomas Cleary, the bartender, 
who also volunteered to direct her to Third avenue. 
When about halt way between Lexington and Third 
avenues she noticed five men following her, and In 
order to avoid them she returned to the hotel and 
asked the bartender to allow her to remain there for 
a while to rest. He did so, and after a few minutes 
sue left ami went, according to his advice, towards 
Fourth avenue, where she was to have proceeded to 
tony-eighth street and through that street to Third 
avenue. She had gone but a short distance wnen 
she received, a terrible Wow on the back, Knocklne 
her down on lUe sidewalk. One of the five men 
then 
cut 
her 
pocket, 
which 
contained 
a 
book with six dollars in it, after wtiich four of them 
in succession attempted to outrage her, but failed, 
partly through her own efforts to save herself, and 
partly because of the sympathy of one or the men, 
who at length were persuaded to desist by Mm. 
After they bad left her she was found, still lying on 
the sidewalk by officer Foy, of the Ifinteenth pre- 
cinct, who conveyed her to the station house. She 
was unable to make any outcry to attract attention, 
because one of the men placed his hand over her 
mouth. While In the station house ofllcer Wooluon 
brought In a young man named Patrick Fogarty of 
!• orty-seventii street and First avenue, on 8 charge of 
attempting to commit a. highway robbery on an un- 
known man in Forty-flftli street, near Third avenue 
The man called the officer's attention to the 
Prisoner, who was in the act of crossing Third ave- 
nue alter making the attempt at robbery! On being 
pursued he ran down Forty-sixth street to First ave- 
nue, and being fired npon by the officer he turned 
m an alleyway, where the oitlcer followed and 
arrested htm. He pretended to be asleep on the 
swop when the officer came up, and said he had 
been locked out. Wuen the officer returned to Third 
avenue he was unable to find the man on whom the 
attempt at robbery had been made. AS soon as 
Miss Uaker saw Fogarty she repogmzed him as one 
of those who had robbud her and made such ties- 
Derate attempts to outrage her. He-was taken 
before Justice Coulter, at the yorkville Police Court 
where he was committed for examination. He dc- 


About a quarter past eight o'clock: last night a lit- 


tle girl entered the" Forty-third snb-preclnot sta- 
tion house, corner 'of King and Van Brunt streets, 
and informed Captain Ferry that there was a drunken 
man lying • on the floor at the house of William Wil- 
son, in Wolcott street, near Van Brunt. Officer 
Oberly was Immediately despatched to the place Indi- 
cated, with Instructions to bring the man to the sta- 
tion house. The officer returned In a iew 'minutes 
and asked for assistance, as he said-the man waslo 
drunlc that he could not bring hlrri wllhont help, and 
that the man was lying on the floor in the dark.

The Troubles of a Youns Man from Berne— 


He is Accuacd of Forgery and Awaits His 
Kate in Lndlotv Street Prison. 
The readers of the HEKAID will recollect that in 


tiie month of Oclober lag one Francois Farez was 
arrested Immediately upon his arrival in this coun- 
try from Berne, Switzerland, charged with having 
committed forgeries to a large amount, and after 
having been lield for upwards of a month under 
arrest was discharged by the United States Com- 
missioner, as no evidence of his having committed 
the crime was produced except the simple tole- 
gram Irom Gome J5uii>i»uiiu ottieuu n.. the consul of 
the Swiss Confederation requesting his arrest and 
detention. Upon his discharge the Consul took steps 
to have him kept under constant surveillance, ajid 
sent to Les Bois, canton Bcrue, Switzerland, for the 
proper documentary evidence, wliich.arrived by the 
last stciinwr, whereupon thu Consul, t, P. DeLuze, 
again iniide application to United Slates Com- 
missioaer Shields for a warrant, which was duly 
issueil. 


The warrant redles the us'.ial treaty stipulations, 


and cluirccs ihat Fare/, did, during the year 1S69, 
within the jurisdiction of the Swiss Confederation, 
with the inleat to obtalu gain for himself, and also 
with tnu intent to cheat, injure and defraud Messrs.

Armed w.th this warrant Daputv Marshal Ken- 
nedy, accompanied by B. D. Lanaugh, the attorney 
of the Swiss government, proceeded Saturday last 
to Mar.imoros, a small village neav Port Jervis N 
1% where Farez was residing, and failed to Und him 
at home; but, after considerable inquiry, succeeded 
In tracing him to Port Jervis, where, on Sunday, 
morning, they arrested and brought him to this city 
committals: him to the Ludlow street jail to a'walt 
examination. Favez denies The charge -In toto 
stating 
that 
he 
became 
embarrassed 
in 
business, having 
bought 
ont 
a 
hotel 
in 
Les Bois, called the -Miotel or the Crown," 
and being unable to meet his payments ssold ont and 
came to this country, having but 2,800 franca in his 
possession. With this, after his release from Ills 
first Imprisonment, he went to Matamoros and pur- 
chased a half inter*! iu a blacksmith shop, that 
being his trade before he purchased the Hotel, aud 
had been steadily at work there for the past four 
months. Farez has engaged able counsel, and will, 
be to-day brought beibre Commissioner Shields for 
an examination, pursuant to the application for nig 
extradition.

Just at this time Miss Minnie Wells had possession 
of the stage with her two Puma lions, and she and 
they presently presented an exciting .scene not in- 
tended by tne management. • For a time the beasts 
were docile and obedient as usual, going through 
their various feats to the satisfaction of everybody, 
but suddenly one of them, without any warning 
whatever, sprang upon his mistress, fastening his 
fangs in her shoulder. For the nrgt instant the au- 
dience Imagined that this was part of the per- 
formance, but the shriek of the imperilled actress 
quickly undeceived them, and with a cry of horror 
the sieat crowd sprang up and a scene of indescrib- 
able confusion and consternation ensued, the entire 
mass pressing wildly for the doors, each Imagining 
the inluriated lion close upon his heels. Meantime 
the beast retained his hold upon Miss Wells, biting 
viciously at Her throat aud lace aud would soon 
nave killed her had not the attaches rushed to -Her 
assistance and secured the beast. This fact was, 
however, not known in the house, and the excUo- 
inent was still unabated when Captain Kennedy, ot 
tlio Sixth precinct, arrived with a squad of men, 
ana, after strenuous exertions, succeeded In dis. 
verging the audience and restoring order.

wells was afterwards taken home and a surgeon 
called, and it was found tnat her injuries, although

The Cuban Question—Secretary Fish in Dan-

The prospective report from the House Foreign

of regret that the administration did not see fit to;

With the Indian "nations," on the other 
hand, while the United States has been almost with- 
out exception faithful to its treaty obligations, and 
in most Instances doing better than, was required 
the Indian "nations-' have never in scarcely a single 
instance obsoived their treaty obligations, and for 
the reason stated by Commissioner Parker in his 
last report, viz.:—"Indian tnbes are not nations ca- 
pable of making treaties, as none ol them have 
organized governments of such inherent streueth 
as would secure a faithful obedience or its people in 
the observance of compacts of this character "

In the selec- 
tion of his future colleagues he has decided to avoid 
men possessing political influence wllh certain par 
ties, -nho, thlnkrngihemselvesofgreaterimportance 
than they In reality possess, might tate advantage 
of an emergency and resign, Use MM. Daru and 
JSnffet. The future Cabinet will be composed of 
men who will support M. Ollivier and the political 
programme of January and who have faith that a 
majority in tlie Chambers will carry into execution 
the liberal laws it is intended to propose. 


Nothing is as ret definitely settled as to the forma- 


tion of the new Ministry; but I belisve the following 
will be the only changes:—-TheDuc deGrammontwill 
probably be Minister of Foreign Affairs.

His wire 
is an English woman. M. Segris will retain the port- 
folio of Finance, which he has temporarily held 
since the retirement of if.

called to order by a turnkey named Careite. To this 
he paid no attention until threatened with the 
cocfto;. A prisoner sitting next him, named Pichard 
said aloud, "Don't hoid your tongue; if he does any- 
tliiug I will defend you." The tumKey immediately 
seized Pichard, who struck the oincer a violent blow 
in the neck with a, large pair of scissors, within a 
hair's breadth of the carotid arcery. Two turnkeys 
immediately rushed to the assistance of their com- 
rade; the prisoner who had been the cause of 
^Carelte's rebuke and another took part with Pichard. 
A regular fight ensued, during which the turnkeys 
were severely wounded by the convicts, who slashed 
away unmercifully with their s&ss'irs; but the turn- 
keys, before the arrival 01 reinforcements, had al- 
ready the best of the affair. Tlie report that one of 
the turnkey* had died from his wounds was current; 
yesterday; but it is unfounded, ait.iough two of the 
oilicers were taken to the inarmai v. The other con- 
victs in the workshop, of whom there were many, 
took no part in the affiay; they ouietly looked on 
approvingly. The fight must have whiled away 
mobt pleasantly a few minutes.

Over to Jersey sped "Pet," and up the Passaio 
river as far as the Plankroad bridge. At this point 
he "hove to," Intending to run his prize through the 
Morris Canal, which has an entrance at the bridge. 
Anticipating trouble "Pet" 
remained near the 
whale, in company >Tich his brother Abe, both being 
armed eajt-itrfle. 
The lol.omug day, sure enough, 
along came a tugboat from New York, having on 
board a formidable crowd or desperate looking 
characters, headed by Mr. Thomas Tyng. An euorl 
wab made to recover ihe whale, bnt tue "barkers" 
01 "Pet" and Abe kept the wouid-be captors at a 
respectrul distance, and anally they hauled ou* and 
the vv hale was sately moved into the canal. In the 
meantime Mr. Tyug proceeded to Newa;K and made 
auidavlt belore Justice Klrkpatricfc that a certain 
vessel had been stolen from his possession. He pro- 
cured a search warrant and the assistance or a 
small posse or policemen, and repaired a second 
time to the plate where "Pef was inanosuvring his 
crait, On discovering who the ''thief .was tne 
policemen turned about race, and, at the suggestion 
ol the "thiei," look the owner into custody. This 
brought the qnesiion of ownership frilly before the 
Jersey courts, and, after considerable legal squab- 
bling.

ooyageurs remained below about an hour and satis- 
iac.only demonstrated her ability to move about, 
up or iloivu, lorward or backwards in any direction. 
A large concourse or people witnessed tiie experi- 
ments rrom the shore so iar as visible. A series or 
test experiments lollowed, showing the certainty 
with which tae air required, in quantity as needed, 
could ae produced and purifled in the vessel itself, 
without any ' couimumca.tion with the suilace. 
Tue manner of placing torpedoes from aud by tne 
crait was also sh'jttn. She developed a speed 
or between five and six miles aa hour. It 
is now claimed that, with some slight improvements, 
she can do twice tnat figure. Jiverytiung was con- 
ducted under the immediate direction or "Pet's"' 
coasin. General N. Korns Halsted, the veteran "Jer- 
sey Blue;" the gallant and lamented colonel Tresyl- 
lian, General Serrell and Major Bock>ng. A torpedo t 
was, exploded from her bow at a depth of seventeen 
leet uuuer water. The result was equally satlsiac- 
tory to those mterosied as grand to tne snuctatois.

Two candidates are in the 
field—Sayles J. Bowen, the present Incumbent, and 
Mathcw G. Emery, the latter being nominated by a 
so-called reform party, which has for its avowed 
object the correction of innumerable abuses and the 
wiping out of alleged corruption, which, if true, 
surpasses anything that could be found in New York 
or any other city where "irregulartties" are sup- 
posed to abound. Bowen is accused of being the 
head centre of a corrupt ring which has perpetrated 
the most wholesale corruption and fraud. His oppo- 
nents call him hypocrite, plnndeier, ballot-box 
staffer, violator of fair dealing to the disposal 
of lucrative contracts, and conspires to keep the 
city over head ana ears In debt. If one-tenth of the 
charges against him be true he ought not to be 
elecled, but the municipal politics here are so pecu- 
liarly foggy and mysterious, and corporation matters 
are so complicated and sui generis, that an outside 
barbarian knows not what to believe, and in the 
effort to make head or tall of the whole thing gets 
1 ost In a labyrinth beside which that of Crete must be 
a bagatelle. 


The probability is, however, that where there Is so 


much smoke there must be some fire. Emery has as 
his supoorters a majority of the best citizens of 
Washington, but Bowen has the irrepressible negro 
"right up to de handle, by gosh," as I heard one of 
iheai declare to a group of sympathizing brethren 
only this morning. 
And the negro is likely 


to hold the balance of power on election day. 
aambo is rather numerous here and here- 
abouts, and by all accotmts is maMng a big 
rrnptlon, with the purpose of making Maasa 
Bowen's success a certainty.

TH2 WEKK IN WAlt 8TBKBT. 


The important part which the qneseiou or our 


foreign trade wields in the financial situation, ana 
whlcn is of tcntime lost sight or to the absorption of 
wall street with local topics and events, has been 
made ratner manifest during the past weeK In the 
activity in the foreign exchanges. Whatever the 
exact relation or our exports to the Imports the 
present season is one in which usually there is ftottt 
the gradual decline oi the former a necessity for gold 
shipments and a corresponding advance to the 
foreign exchanges. We have often adverted to the, 
difficulties which surround the solution or the 
questioner the. balance ot trade. Ia former years 
the statistics or the Custom House department were 
sufficient to give a very ajuproximate result. Bnt 
since the commencement of the shipment or Ameri- 
can national and corporate securities to Europe it 
has been a matter or impossibility to determine the 
situation, ror the reason that no public record is 
made or these shipments, and hence an important 
element or the calculation is wanting. The ship-' 
meats or gold last week were over two millions or 
dollars—the largest or any week during the pre- 
sent year. The advance, in exchange has not' 
been the result, we think, of any very extensive 
demand for remittances. But commercial bills and 
bond bills Bave been or late unusually scarce. Tne 
decline in gold last winter unsettled the importing 
trade and merchants were very conservative In in- • 
troduclng goods.

Extensive Seizure of Fenian Arms and Adi- 


inanition by Veiled States Troops at IIo- 


, saneburg^All Sorts of Rumors. 


-MALONE, May 29, 1876. 


An extensive seizure has been, made by United 


States Marslial Blood, consisting of forty-eight cases 
of arms, about twenty tens of ammunition, a large 
store of provisions and uniforms aud several teams. 
They were discovered near Hogansburg, which Is 
adjacent-to the border, and were immediately con- 
veyed to Fort Covington. A guard of the United 
States troops was at-once despatched there to take 
charge-of them. 


The presence of the military nere seems to ove- 


awe the Fenians, but rumor has it that the invasion 
is by no means abandoned, and tnat large detach- 
ments are now on -their way to the bonier, deter- 
mined, if possible, to make one vigorous attempt 
to enter the Dominon. 


The First artillery battalion and Battery D, under- 


Colonel Closson; Battery B, under Colonel Henry, 
and the Sixth artillery battalion, under Colonel 
Gueuffier, arrived here this afternoon from St. 
Albana, The whole force Is now under the com- 
mand >of General Hunt. On the same train'

At 
the 
time .prominent Fenians were en route for Hogaiis- 
burg, with picked men and wagons, to save the 
arms. They left about the same time as' the United 
States troops, and If they reach there before the lat- 
ter, may rescue them from-the civil officers. 
1 just now-had an interview with the prisoners. 
One thousand will be arraigned before ComuLS- 
ionaner Brennan to-morrow. They are despondent, 
and when they learned of the seizure at Hogans- 
burg one exclaimed, "Ail Is lost l" The marshals 
have arrested Major Robert Cullen, or Hamilton, 
Ohio, and lodged him in the guard honsa. There is 
great -stir ia the town, and the excitement runs 
high. 


The arrival of .additional troops and the mysteri- 
ous movements of the greater portion of the invad- 
ers give the {citizens the imnression that the mis- 
chief is not overyet. All the hotels are crowded, all 
the Tsars closed and heavy patrols on the streets. To- 
wards evening nearly all the Irishmen disappeared 
from the city, the people hope never to return. 
There are still here incognita fifteen or twejty 
Fenian olflcers, including O'Neill's cluef of staff; but 
they'have so far elnclod the vigilance of the authori- 
ses. The marshals are still scouring the streets, 
hotels and private houses, without success. 
It is by no means certain that mere will not be an- 
other advance near here to-morrow. Several British 
officers and Canadian detectives are here to-nignt— 
the former, who are the guests of the Commandant, 
being in disguise. The parish priest, Eev. Father 
sherry, is securing donations from Irish citizens for 
the subsistence for poor, deceived wretches who have 
remained in the city. 


Despondent Fenians at Ulalone.

General O'Neill in Prison—Tlie CJreat Fenlan 
Describes His Plan of Action—Wlmt He In- 
tended to Do, but Didn't—He Exemplu Him- 
self from All Blame. 


BUBLDtGTON, Vt., May 29, ISrO. 


This morning, while the sonorous ctturcli bells of 


this auiet city were sounolns over the silver bosom 
of Lake Champlaln, I took an easy stroll to 
the Burlington jail, and in company with Sheriff 
Drew was admitted to the presence or General 
O'Neill. He was confined in a large cell with seve- 
ral other prisoners, ana extended his hand as I an- 
nounced mysell Irom the HERALD. General O'Neill 
Is apparently nbont thirty-six years of age, is short 
and'strongly built, has an unreadable, impassable 
countenance, denoting determination, and a very 
gentlemanly 'and quiet demeanor.
